Enunciation of the principle that all 
social security should be contributory is 
Prime Minister St. Laurent’s most notable 
contribution to national policy 

It is sound national policy because the 
word “security” has become so highly 
overworked as to mean little more than a 
public hand-out as a means of gaining 
political advantage.

For, on the emotional care of 
babies, much of the advice of baby 
doctors today is a return to old 
ideas, The wisdom of some of them 
is better understood 

Good psychological care makes 
for happier babies and may pre- 
vent froubles later, doctors agreed 
at a recent meeting of the Ameri- 
ean Academy of Pediatrics. Par- 
ents are happier, too, because child 
rearing ig made easier when they 
follow the rule of common sense. 

Dr. Harry Bakwin, associate pro- 
fessor of pediatrics at New York 
University medical school, said 
there was general agreement ot the 
meeting on these ideas: 

Don't be too rigid about training 
and feeding schedules. Children go 
through stages of development and 
growth. Their care should be ad- 
justed to these changes 

“The demands of the child in 
what he wants to eat should be 
listened to, and often accepted,” 
Dr. Bakwin said. “In general, chil 
dren are better judges of what 
they need in foods than our own 
preconceived ideas based on find- 
ings about the ‘average child.’ Each 
child is an individual, and his needs 
vary.”
